C. The omission of the mubtada’ or the khabar: 

The mubtada’ or the khabar may be omitted, e.g. in reply to the question NES ما‎ 
‘What is your name?', one may say mes This is the khabar, and the mubtada’ has 
been omitted. The full sentence is حَامدٌ‎ ol. 

Similarly, in answer to the question SP تعر‎ i ‘Who knows?', one may say ól This is 


the mubtada’, and the khabar has been omitted. The full sentence is انا أعرف‎ know. 


(1) It means that a believer is like a mirror to another, i.e. just as a mirror shows a man the blemishes he may have on 
his face, a believer points out to his fellow believer his defects that he may not perceive himself.

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About the khabar 
A. Types of khabar: 


There are three types of khabar : mufrad, jumlah and shibhu jumlah. 
a) The mufrad is a word (not a sentence), e.g. de^ SES "The book is easy.’
